NOTIFICATION 

S.O. 339(E).—Whereas the Delhi Pradesh Youth Congress (I) 
took out a procession on the 1st May, 1979, to protest against 
the Special Courts Bill (later on enacted as the Special Courts 
Act, 1979); 

And whereas there were incidents of disorderly behaviour, 
violence leading to the beating of and injuries to certain 
persons and damaging and looking of shops, when the pro¬ 
cessionists were in Connaught Place outer-circle and Janpath 
areas and the procession had to be dispersed by the police by 
the use of force ; 

And whereas allegations have been made that Shri Sanjay 
Gandhi (son of Smt. Tndira Gandhi) and his associates were 
responsible ,for the aforesaid incidents ; 

And whereas counter allegations have been made that pei- 
sons associated with Rashtriya Swuyam Sewak Sangh had 
infiltrated into the procession and were lesponiibte ] he ref or ; 

And \yhereas it has also been alleged that these Incidents 
were pre-mediated and pre-planned; and whereas demands 
haVe been made lor a judicial inquiry into these incidents ; 

"And whereas the Central' Government is of opinion that 
it ,j s -necessary to appoint ,a Commission of Inquiry for the 
purpose of making an inquiry tola a definite matter of public 


importance, namely, the need for ascertaining all the relevant 
facts and circumstances relating to the aforesaid incidents and 
the use of force by the police. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 3 of the Commissions of Inquiry Act, 1952 (60 ot 
1952), the Central Government appoints a Commission of 
Inquiry consisting of a single member, namely, Shri Justice 
Manmohan Singh Gujral, Chief Justice, Sikkim High Court. 

2. The terms of reference of the Commisiiion shall be as 
follows :— 

(a) to inquire into the causes and course of incidents of 

disorderly behaviour, violence leading to the beating 
of and injuries to certain persons and damage and 
looting of shops which took place in the Connaught 
Place outer-circle and lanpath areas on 1st May, 
1979; 

(b) to inquire into the damage to property in 1 he said 

areas, the extent of such damage and the person or 
persons responsible therefor ; 

(e) to inquire whether any particular individual, • orga¬ 

nisation or political party was responsible for the 
incidents or any of the incidents referred to in- (a) 
above and, if so, whether there was any pre-planning 
on thp part of any such individual, organisation or 
political party for causing these incidents or any of 
them; 

(d) to inquire into the injuries sustained by the police 
personnel and any other individuals in the aforesaid 
incidents and the persons responsible for the same ; 

(c) to inquire into the adequacy of administrative mea¬ 

sures taken to prevent and deal wilh the aforeuid 
incidents ; 

(f) to inquire into the justification for the use of force 

by the police, the extent thereof and whether the 
same was excessive ; 

(g) to inquire into any other matter having relevance to 

the above mentioned matters. 

3. The headquarters of the Commission will be at New 
Delhi. 

4. The Commission will complete its inquiry and report 
to the Central Government on or before the 31st day of 
August, 1979. 

5. And whereas (he Central Government is of opinion that 
having regard to the nature of inquiry to be made and other 
circumstances of the case, all the provisions of sub-section (7), 
sub-secLion (3), sub-section (4) and sub-section ;5) of section 
5 of the Communions of Inquiry Act, 1952 (60 of 1952) should 
he made applicable to the said Commission, the Central 
Government hereby directs under sub-section (1) of the said 
section 5 that all the provisions aforesaid shall apply to the 
said Commission.
